"Washington, March 12.—The senate 
has agreed to vote on the Colombian 
canal treaty Tuesdf.y. The amend- 
ments to the treaty are to be consid- 
ered Monday. 


The request for unanimous agree- 


ment was made by Senator Frye as 
follows: 


''I ask unanimous consent that the 


treaty with Colombia be open to gen- 
eral debute until Monday morning; 
beginning with the session of Mon- 
day next th« senate will proceed to 
consider amendments that may be 
pffered, and that upon each amend- 
ment speech shall be limited to fif- 
teen minutes to each 
senator, but 


that the chairman of the committee 
on foreign relations and the chair- 
man of the committee on inter-ocean- 
ic canals shall be • allowed thirty 
minutes on each amendment. That, 
aft« all have been disposed of on? 
hour shall be allowed for general de- 
bat* to the ride supporting the treaty 
Mid that one hour shall be allowed 
to the opponents of the treaty. That 
not later than Tuesday next the vote 
upon the resolution for ratification 
•hall be taken without further de- 
bate. That the injunction of secrecy 
»hall then be removed from th« 
speeches of Senator Morgan already 
printed and submitted to senators, 
Including that to. be made by him 
on the response to the senate resolu- 
tion calling for inforoiatiou as to the 
agreement between the Panama canal 
company and our government, and 


' they shall be printed in the :Record, 


and that.the :iipe«ch or'speeches made 


V, .for and against thej ratification of 


"it* treaty, during th'e hour of gen- 


eral debate allowed ea'ch side, shall 
be printed in the Record in like man- 
ner as the speeches of' Senator Mor- 
gan."

The system of 
administration in the various gov- 
ernments and districts is to be ex- 
amined by representatives \of 
the

concerned, with 


the view of effecting the necessary 
amendments. 


Measures are also to be taken to 


relieve the peasantry of the "burdens 
of forced labor. 


The decree, which was issued in 


commemoration of the anniversary of 
the birthday of Alexander III, is 
considered to be the most significant 
act of state since the emancipation 
of the serfs. The public hails it as 
the proclamation of a ne>w era, open- 
ing -up bright prospects of the early 
improvement of Russian internal ad- 
ministration. 


TEXT OF THE DECREE. 


The text of the decree is as follows: 
"On ascending the throne of our 


ancestors by the Providence of God 
we made a solemn vow before the 
Almighty and our conscience to sa- 
credly guard the centuries-old pil-

need, consequently his charitable dis- 
position is well known. He hai even 
mortgaged his f r.nns in order to bail 
Indians arrested for drunkenness, 
and much of the 
money 
he 
has 


loaned ha* never been paid back. For 
lack of payment the mortgages were 
'foreclosed and finally the old chief 
has been forced to deed his remain- 
ing property to his children in order 
to save the 
family a home, which 


fronts on the old 
ground. 


For 10 years Chief Godfrey fought 


the commissioners of Miami county 
to keep from paying taxes, because, 
he gays, his land was never owned 
by any one except the Indians, and 
that in a treaty made in 1818 it was 
specified that the land should not be 
taxed while it' remained in the pos- 
session of the Indians. 


During his lifetime Chief Godfrey 


has enjoyed all the liberties of the

GENERAL ORDINANCE NO. .. 


An ordinance providing for the issuance of 


building permits, and other matters In re- 
lation thereto. 
! 


Section 1. Bo it enacted by ths common 


cn:mcll of the city of Fort Wayne, that it 
shall be the duty of the board of public 
works of tho city to grant a permit to any 
parson, company or corporation, or to tho 
contractor acting for any person, company 
nr corporation, to build houses or additions 
thereto, located upon any lot. lots or parcel 
of land within the corporate limits of the 
city, provided, however that no permit shall 
tso issued by .the board for tho erection of 
any building or additions thereto, unless tho 
kind and character of the structure or addi- 
tions thereto compiles with other ordinances 
now in force or that may hereafter be enact- 
ed in relation to lire limits and character of 
building permissible therein. 


Section 2. It shall be unlawful for any 


person to build, or. cause to be. built, any 
building or to alter or substantially repair 
any Vnlldlnr without lint .receiving a per- 
mit from the board of public works. A 
separate permit shall be Issued for each and 
every building erected or repaired, and 
the person receiving the same shall pay to 
the city comptroller the" com of fifty (50) 
cents for each and every permit so -received. 


Section 3. Whenever any person shall be 


drslrous of erecting, repairing or altering 
any building, such person or contractor 
therefor shall make application to the board 
of public works for a permit; such person 
shall furnish a written statement to such 
board of the proposed location, the founda- 
tion and dimensions of proposed building, 
the principal material to be used therein, 
and the probable cott thereof; upon such 
a statement being filed a permit shall bo 
Issued, unless prohibited by other ordinances 
of the city, 


Section 4. All permits under the previs- 


ions of this ' ordinance" • (hall particularly 
specify tho space to be occupied by buildinj 
material in any public street immediately 
fronting the premises where such proposed 
building is to be erected, provided that 
such space is required; provided, however, 
that in no ease shall a permit Include the 
right to use in any such case more than 
fifteen feet of any' street, measuring from
